GENERAL STATEMENT. 



Purdue University is the State Institute of Tech- 
nology. It derives its name, through legislative 
enactment, from John Purdue, who gave to the 
State for the use of the institution one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. It has alao received 
a number of gifts from other individuals. 

It has an endowment fund of three hundred and 
forty thousand dollars, received from the general 
government, and is further supported by legislative 
appropriations and by the proceeds of annuities 
granted by the general government. 

Its non-productive plant is valued at about nine 
hundred thousand dollars. This includes one 
hundred and eighty acres of land, tVenty-eight 
buildings, and a most extensive equipment, includ- 
ing laboratories, shops, museums, library, and read- 
ing rooms. 

The institution embraces six schools : Mechanical 
Engineering, Civil Engineering, Electrical En- 
gineering, Agriculture, Science and Pharmacy. 

The School of Pharmacy offers excellent train- 
ing for those who expect to engage in the retail 
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drug business, and for those who desire to enter the 
laboratory of a manufacturing pharmacist. The 
instruction also constitutes a good preparatory- 
course for those who anticipate attending a school 
of medicine. 

Students in Course I are engaged at the Uni- 
versity about six hours each day. About two- 
thirds of this time is devoted to laboratory work, 
and one-third to lectures and recitations. There 
are neither lectures, recitations nor quizzes in the 
evening, that time being allotted to home study 
and to preparation for the ensuing day's work. 
The student has, therefore, no time for clerking in 
a drug store, and must devote his undivided time 
and energy to his school work.

SPECIAL STATEMENT REGARDING 
THE PHARMACY LAW. 



An act of the Legislature of 1899 requires all 
druggists in Indiana to obtain a license. In order 
to secure such license the applicant must (1) pass 
an examination — (2) according to the grade of 
license sought, must have had either two or four 
years' experience in a drug store or pharmacy. 

Section 3 of this Act provides further that, 

" In the case of an applicant for license as a Registered 
Pharmacist or as a Registered Assistant Pharmacist, who is 
a graduate of a school of pharmacy of such standing and 
requirements as are satisfactory to the Board of Pharmacy, 
the actual time spent in attendance at such school, shall be 
accepted as an equivalent for a term of service of equal 
length in a store or pharmacy where physicians* prescrip- 
tions are compounded." 

The authorities of Purdue University are gratified 
to be able to announce that the Indiana Board of 
Pharmacy at its regular meeting held July 12, 1899, 
had under consideration the standing and require- 
ments of Purdue School of Pharmacy and found 
the same satisfactory in all respects. In accord- 
ance with this decision, it agrees, in the case of 
graduates of this school, to accept the time spent 
in attendance as an equivalent to an equal time 
spent in actual service in a store or pharmacy. 
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EQUIPMENT. 



Laboratories. — These are properly furnished 
with weighing tahles, supply shelves, and individ- 
ual working tables for the accommodation of over 
100 students. 

Stores and Store Rooms. — All apparatus, drugs 
and chemicals, used in the laboratory work de- 
scribed in the succeeding pages are furnished by 
the University ; none need be supplied by the stu- 
dent. To expedite the issuing of drugs and chem- 
icals there are special store rooms, as follows : One 
•ontaining supplies for manufacturing chemistry 
and pharmacy, one for analytical chemistry, one for 
prescription work, and one for supplies in pharma- 
cognosy and microscopy. The apparatus is kept 
in a general store room, and is furnished the stu- 
dent by a " storekeeper," who is always in attend- 
ance during laboratory hours. We believe that the 
system employed for the distribution of supplies 
and apparatus to the students works the highest 
possible convenience. Much of the student's time 
is saved thereby. 

Special Apparatus. — In addition to the appara- 
tus already mentioned, there is the usual lecture 
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table apparatus for lecture experiments in chem- 
istry and pharmacy. Also special apparatus for 
special work ; for instance, a Laurent polariscope, a 
combustion furnace, a Eureka tablet machine, etc. 

WBiGHiNa Facilities. — For quantitative analy- 
sis, there ^re 15 fine analytical balances — eleven 
Sartorious short arm, sensitive to .0001 Gm. ; two 
Becker's analytical balances, and two balanees 
made by Eimer & Amend. The prescription room 
is well supplied with prescription balances and the 
general laboratories with balances for less delicate 
weighing. . 

Specimen Cabinets. — For the study of pharma- 
cognosy there are cabinets of over 2,500 specimens 
of drugs, chemicals and preparations. These cab- 
inets are for clas^ work, and are known as " work- 
ing cabinets." There is also the Eli Lilly & Co. 
reference cabinet of crude drugs (roots, barks, 
leaves, flowers, seeds, etc.), as they occur in the 
drug market. Finally a collection of rare drugs, 
an herbarium of medicinal plants, and a collection 
of minerals. For microscopic pharmacognosy, and 
for the detection of adulteration in drugs, there are 
microscopes, and appliances for section cutting, 
mounting and similar work. 

Books and References. — The leading pharma- 
ceutical journals are kept on file, accessible to the 
student. Students also have access, under certain 
restrictions, to the standard reference books on 
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materia medica, chemistry and pharmacy. In the 
general library is the "Eliel Alcove," containing 
reference books presented to the School of Phar- 
macy by Mr. Leo Eliel, of South Bend, Indiana. 

Medicinal Plant Farm. — About one mile west 
of the University is situated a four-acre piece of 
land, donated to the School of Pharmacy by Mr.W. 
"W. Young. This land will be used as a farm or 
garden for the cultivation of medicinal plants, in- 
tended for laboratory work in botany, pharmacog- 
nosy and pharmacy. 



COURSES OF STUDY. 



Purdue University offers two courses of study in 
the School of Pharmacy : 

Course I of two years, the first year continuing 
thirty-seven weeks, and the second year twenty- 
seven weeks. This course leads to the degree of 
Graduate in Pharmacy. 

For a description see below. 

Course II of four years, of thirty-seven weeks 
each, leading to the degree of Bachelor of Science 
in Pharmacy. See page 25.

DESCRIPTION OF THE SUBJECTS REQUIRED 

IN COURSE I. 



FIRST YEAR. 



/. Pbarmacy. 

Class Work, 74 Hours, 

(a.) Lectures and recitations on systems of weight and 
measnre, specific gravity and its practical utility ; on heat, 
its generation, its measurement and its use in pharmacy. 

There will also be lectures and recitations on the varions 
processes and manipulations which find application in 
pharmaceutical practice: as comminution, solution, filtra- 
tion, evaporation, precipitation, crystallization, percola- 
tion, etc., etc. The working formulas for the manufacture 
of pharmaceutical preparations will be given; the various 
methods will be criticised and the merits and demerits of 
each pointed out to the student. 

(&. ) The official, and the important unofficial galenical 
preparations will be subjected to systematic study. Special 
attention will be given to the chemistry involved. 

(c.) The composition of the more important galenical 
preparations and composite medicines will be studied. 

(d.) A practical course in pJiarmaceuticcd arithmetic will 
be given. Calculations which find application in practical 
pharmacy, in manufacturing, and in analytical work, will 
be taught. 

Laboratory Work, 111 Hours, 

In the laboratory each student will make, independently, 
though under the personal supervision of the instructor, 
the following preparations: 
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Medicated waters. Extracts. 

Solutions. Masses. 

Syrups. Glycerites. 

Elixirs, Confections. 

Infusions. Honeys. 

Decoctions. Powders. 

Vinegars. Oleates. 

Tinctures. Ointments. 

Fluid extracts. Cerates. 

Soluble extracts. Plasters. 

Spirits. Pills. 

Mucilages. Capsules. 

Mixtures. Troches. 

Liniments. Suppositories. 
Emulsions. 

This, like all the laboratory work in the course, is oblig- 
atory; but students who have had much experience and 
have acquired special skill in manufacturing will be ex- 
cused from part or all of the above and provided with ad- 
vanced work. 

2, Inorganic Quaiiiative Analysts. 

Class Work, 74 Hours. 

Bules are committed on precipitation and on solubility. 
These rules are of great value, not merely in analytical 
work, but also in prescription work, where they aid the 
student in the study of the incompatibilities of inorganic 
substances. The general processes for the detection of acids 
and bases are studied by the student. He is also taught to 
write the equation for each chemical reaction. 

Laboratory Work, 2^^ Hours, 

In the laboratory the student verifies the rules on precip- 
itation and solubility; he becomes thoroughly familiar with 
the chemical behavior of the various acids and bases ; he re- 
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peatedly works through a soheme of separation and identi- 
fication of the acids and bases; he then subjects individual 
unknowns (mixtures of chemical compounds) to a qualita- 
tive examination, and reports his results to the instructor. 

3. PbysMogy. 

Class Work, SO Hours, 

This subject is treated- as follows: Introductory re- 
marks on human physiology. Ohemical composition of the 
body. The skeleton. The digestive apparatus and diges- 
tion. The circulatory apparatus and circulation. The 
nervous system. The muscles. The respiratory apparatus 
and respiration. Secretion. Excretion. The special senses. 
Much attention is paid to hygiene and to the diseases of the 
different parts of the body. 

4. Tbenpeutica and Dom^b. 

Class Work, 4£ Hours, 

(a.) Study is made of the different therapeutic classes 
of medicine. 

(&.) In connection with learning the therax)eutic uses 
of medicines, the student will learn the quantities in which 
these medicines are administered. A carefully prepared 
dose-tahle is given. In this table medicines are grouped in a 
manner which will enable the student to memorize them 
with comparative facility. 

5- Pbrnrmmcognasy. (The Recognition of Ohemicals and 

Drugs.) 

Class and Laboratory Work, 66 Hours. 

The student will be taught to identify chemicals and 
crude vegetable and animal drugs by physical characteristics 
— appearance, taste and color. He will also receive a thor- 
ough drill on their Latin and English names, with spelling 
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and pronnnciation. History and habitat will be given 
whenever of practical importance. 

These studies will be pursued by the class in sections, so 
that each student can receive the benefit of individual in- 
struction. 

6. Medldnal Plants. 

Laboratory Work, 20 Hours. 

This work consists in the study of an herbarium of me- 
dicinal plants. 

7. Qeneral CbetnUtry, 

(1.) Inorganic Chemistry. 

Class Work, S7 Hours, 

(a. ) Nomenclature and Notation. Students learn thor- 
oughly the scientific names and the symbols of the more 
important chemical elements, and the scientific names and 
chemical formulae of various inorganic compounds, such as 
hydroxides, oxides, acids, salts and anhydrids. 

(6. ) Lectures in General Inorganic Chemistry. 

Laboratory Work, 111 Hours. 

Inorganic Preparations. 
(2. ) Organic Chemistry. 

Class Work, S7 Hours, 

A study is made of the classification of organic com- 
pounds, their scientific names, and their molecular and 
graphic formulae. 

8. Qumntitative Analysis. Introductory Work. 

Class and Laboratory Work, I4S Hours, 

Lectures on the underlying principles of gravimetric 
and volumetric analysis with laboratory work to verify and 
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illustrate the same. In the laboratory, the student becomes 
familiar with quantitative operations in determining mois- 
ture, lead, iron, and sulphuric acid, by gravimetric processes ; 
and sulphuric acid, sodium carbonate, and ammonia, by 
volumetric methods. 

9. Botany. 

Ciaaa and Laboratory Work, S7 Hours, 

(a.) Lectures: Treating of the embryo, germination 
with its conditions and phenomena, structure and functions 
of the parts of the plant body, assimilation, respiration, 
growth, irritability, movements and fertilization. 

(6. ) Laboratory Work : A general study of the parts of 
the plant, and of plant families. 



SECOND YEAR. 

to. QenenU CbemUtry. 

ClasB Work, 64 Hours, 

(a.) Inorganic Chemistry: Recitations on the chemical 
elements and their compounds. The order in which this 
part of the subject is studied is based upon the periodic sys- 
tem. Attention is given to the industrial and domestic 
uses of inorganic chemicals. 

(5.) Organic Chemistry: Recitations. 

(c.) Physiological Chemistry: Lectures. 

I/. Matetim Medica and Tberapeutica. 

Class Work, 81 Hours, - 

Lectures and recitations. Chemical and pharmaceutical 
substances are studied in the following order: 
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(1.) Inorganio Ohemicals and Preparationfi. 

(2. ) Organic Ohemicals and Preparations. 

(3. ) Vegetable Drags and Preparations. 

The drags are classified and stadied according to their 
active constituents : Fixed oils, alkaloids, gams, macilag- 
inoos principles, volatile oils, resins, gam-resins, balsams, 
starches, sagars, acids, tannins, coloring matters, and 
glacosides. 

(4. ) Animal Drags and Preparations. 

Beginning with the inorganic chemicals, each sabstance 
is treated as follows: 

(a. ) Introductory and QenerdL, Stady is made of source, 
Latin and English names, chemical formula, official com- 
pounds and preparations, color, form, odor, taste, solubility 
and preservation.

Class Work, 81 Hours, 

Lectures and recitations on processes of preparation, im- 
purities, and adulteration of chemical and pharmaceutical 
substances, which are studied in the following order: 

(1.) Inorganio Ohemicals and Preparations. 

(2. ) Organic Ohemicals and Preparations. 

(3. ) Vegetable Drugs and Preparations. 

(4. ) Animal Drugs and Preparations. 

Laboratory Work, f^4S Hours, 

Each student will make the following: 

(a.) Inorganic Preparations. Orystallized sodium car- 
bonate (from soda ash), sodium benzoate, sodium iodide, 
sodium bromide, sodium hydrate, sodium sulphite, sodium 
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phosphate, sodinm chlorate, sulphnrated potassa, potassimn 
acetate, copper sulphate, silver nitrate (from alloy), mag- 
nesinm carbonate (light), magnesinm carbonate (heavy), 
precipitated calcinm phosphate, zinc chloride, yellow mer- 
curous iodide, red mercuric iodide, yellow mercuric oxide, 
red mercuric oxide, mercuric chloride, mercurous chloride, 
mercuric subsulphate, glycerite of boroglycerin, nitrogen 
monoxide, nitric acid, ammonia water, sulphurated anti- 
mony, chromic anhydride, solution of hydrogen peroxide, 
precipitated sulphur, sulphurous acid, hydrochloric acid, 
chlorine water, solution of chlorinated soda, dilute hydro- 
bromic acid, syrup of hydriodic acid, mass of carbonate of 
iron, syrup of ferrous iodide.

Methane, chloroform, iodo- 
form, alcohol (by fermentation), absolute alcohol, ether, 
ethyl acetate, potassium cyanide, hydrocyanic acid, oleic 
acid, soap, glycerin, ethylene bromide, acetylene, benzene 
(by distillation from crude benzole), nitrobenzene, aniline, 
sodium phenol-sulphonate, picric acid, benzoic acid, sali- 
cylic acid and artificial oil of wintergreen. 

(c. ) Elegant Pharmaceuticals. Elixirs, syrups, effer- 
vescent salts of the National Formulary, toilet prepara- 
tions, etc. 

13. Pbarmaceutlcat Anatyala. (Inorganic and Organic. ) 

Class Work, 64 Hours. 

Lectures and recitations on qualitative tests for identity 
and for impurities ; quantitative estimations, and pharma- 
copoeial requirements of chemical and pharmaceutical sub- 
stances, which are studied in the following order: 

(1.) Inorganic Chemicals and Preparations. 
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(2.) Organic Ohemicals and Preparations. 

(8. ) Vegetable Drugs and Preparations. 

(4. ) Animal Drags and Preparations. 

The work may be further classified as follows: 

(a. ) Classification of first year work in Inorganic Quali- 
tatiye Analysis, with special reference to testing for impuri- 
ties in inorganic chemicals, according to the U. S. Pharma- 
copoeia. 

(6.) Lectures and recitations on the Quantitative esti- 
mation of chemicals and preparation, by both gravimetric 
and volumetric methods. The quantitative operations of 
the U. S. Pharmacopoeia will be given special prominence 
in this work. 

(c.) Lectures and recitations on methods of identifica- 
tion of the more important organic compounds. 

{d,) Lectures and recitations on methods for separation 
and identification of the more important inorganic and 
alkaloidal poisons, in the presence of other organic material, 
illustrating the general methods employed in Toxicology, 

(e.) Lectures and recitations on Pharmaceviical Assaying, 
which consists in the quantitative estimation of the active 
constituents in crude drugs and pharmacopceial prepara- 
tions. This work familiarizes the student with the various 
standard methods of assaying. 

« 

Laboratory Work, 16£ Hours, 

(a.) Separation and identification of inorganic com- 
pounds, together with the identification of impurities in 
ohemicals that fail to fulfill the pharmacopceial require- 
ments for purity. 

(6.) Specific gravity and melting point determinations; 
gravimetric determinations of calcium, magnesium, phos- 
phoric acid, etc. ; volumetric determinations by saturation, 
precipitation, oxidation and reduction; gasometric analysis ; 
quantitative determinations of the U. S. Pharmacopoeia. 
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(c. ) Identification of such compounds as alcohol, chloro- 
form, glycerin, glucose, sucrose, chloral hydrate and tannic, 
gallic, tartaric, benzoic, and salicylic acids. 

(d.) Detection of inorganic and alkaloidal poisons, in 
the presence of other organic material. The student will 
work* on poisoned food, separating and identifying the 
poisons. 

{e.) Estimation of the active constituents of cinchona, 
opium, nux vomica, aconite, belladonna, guarana, ipecac, 
podophyllum, fluid extracts, pill masses, scale-salts; also 
the determination of the amount of alcohol and glycerin in 
galenical preparations. 

N, Microscopic Anatysin of Drmgs. 

Laboratory Work, ^4 Hours. 

(a. ) Mounts are made of each substance examined, and 
also of its adulterants. These mounts are kept for compar- 
ison in working out the adulteration of any particular drug. 

(6. ) The following drugs are examined microscopically 
and chemically: Rhubarb, beeswax, lupulin, lycopodium, 
acacia, elm, mustard, pomegranate, gamboge; kamala, 
indigo, senna, tea, coffee, saffron, lactucarium. Also the 
spices: Pepper, capsicum, ginger, allspice, cloves, cinna- 
mon, mace and nutmeg. 

IS, Anaiysis 0I Urine, 

Laboratory Work, 57 Hours. 

Instruction is given on the composition of urine ; on ab- 
normal constituents and their pathological indications. 

Laboratory work consists in the chemical and micro- 
scopical examination of normal and abnormal urine. The 
student is furnished with natural (not artificial) samples, 
obtained through resideijit physicians. 

(5) 
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16. PbarmMcognosy. 

Laboratory Work^ ^ H(mrs. 

A review and continnation of the recognition of chemi- 
cals and crude drugs of the first year. 

Attention is also given to the recognition of the phar- 
macopoeial preparations. 

/7. Preacriptioa Work. 

Class Worky 21 Hours. 

(a) Lectures in prescription reading, including Latin 
terminology, pharmaceutical nomenclature, and Latin 
phrases. There will also be class drills in reading prescrip- 
tions, for which purpose an extensive collection of lantern 
views of fac-simile prescriptions has been made. In addi- 
tion, the students have the use of thousands of prescrip- 
tions taken from the files of drug stores. This collection 
represents the prescription work of the principal cities of 
our State. 

(b) Lectures and recitations on incompatibilities. 
Special attention is paid throughout the year to doses, 

solubility of chemicals, and to the composition of pharma- 
ceutical preparations.

This examination is conducted by the Committee on 
Education of the Indiana Pharmaceutical Association and 
the faculty of the School of Pharmacy, and will be held 
Thursday, March 23, 1905.

GOUUEBCIAL FHABHAGY. 

During the school year there will be about forty-five 
lectures on topics pertaining to commercial pharmacy. 
Some of these lectures will be given by members of the 
faculty; others by specialists and by successful business 
men. 

Commercial Law (ten lectures), Bookkeeping for Retail 
Pharmacists, How to Advertise, Photographic Supplies, 
Perfumes and the Perfume Trade, Sponges and the Sponge 
Trade, Brushes and the Brush Trade, Surgical Dressings, 
are some of the subjects which will be given in the course 
in commercial pharmacy. 

While the primary object of this school is to give train- 
ing in scientific pharmacy, the fact that the modem phar- 
macist must be a business man is not lost sight of, and a 
special effort is made to prepare the student for a success- 
ful career.
